LONDON.  Nov.  :S.— The  Daily  Nawa' 
Athaaa  correapondent  aenda  the  follow- 
ing concerning  the  ainking  of  the  BrU 
tannic  off  the  laland^  of  Zea,  not  far 
fron^  Piraewa: 

"Tha  Britannic  waa  torpedoed  at  8 
o'olo^  in  the  morning,  and  aank  naari 
•hor*  fifty-flve  mlnutea  later.  She  waa 
going  to  Salonlca,  but  had  no  wounded 
on  board. 

"Her  complement  included  121  nuraea 
and  890  offlcara  and  man  of  the  army 
madtoal  corpa.  Twenty-flve  of  tha  In- 
jured from  the  ateamer  are  now  In  the 
Ruaaian  hoapitaH  while  othera  are 
aboard  Allied  warahlpa.  The  lalandera 
of  Zea  aaw  the  veaael  ainking  and  the 
viotlma  atruggllng  In  the  wavea,  and 
promptly  responded  to  the  appeala  for 
help,  and  an  Angl»-rrenoh  aaua^ron 
from  PUnaaua,  oompoaed  of  daatroyera 
and  auxlllarlaa.  Immediately  went  to 
the  reacua.

Removes  No  Active  Factor 
in  Great  Struggle  —  His 
Country  Puppet  of  Germany. 


"The  Injurlea  of  aoma  of  thoae  on 
board  ar*  vary  aavera,  aflpeolally  the 
ocoupanta  of  two  boats  wb(eh  wer* 
caught  by  tha  prop*U*ra  of  th*  ahlp. 
The  women  of  Zea  tore  up  tbair  cloth- 
ing to  bandaga  the  Injured. 

"Tha  BriUnnt*  had  8,000  beda,  which 
had  baan-  praparad  for  tha  raaaptton  of 
mlokjfaii  w«uiid#d  an  konr  prter  to  tha 


torpedoing.' 


Tha  amallnaaa  of  the  loaa  of  life  on 
hoard  the  Britannic  la  believed  to  hav^ 
been  due  to  tha  ateamer's  magnlfloent 
ilfe-savlns  aquipment.  Sh«  had  a  dou- 
hla  bottom  ov*r  Ave  feat  deep,  divided 
Into  a  large  number  of  oompartmenta, 
and  thIa  ayatem  extended  well  over  her 
water  line. 

The  ahlp  carried  forty-eight  of  the 
largeat  llfaboata  ever  fitted  on  an  ocean 
liner,  two  of  them  being  equipped  with 
powerful  engine*.  They  were  arranged 
la  four  groupa,  leaving  a  large  apace 
for  tha  marahalling  of  paaaengera  in 
caae  of  diaaater.  The  daytta  were  built 
on  a  new  principle,  ao  that  the  boata 
could  ba  launched  electrically  on  an 
even  keel,  even  If  the  boat  were  badly 
Hating.  It  waa  alao  poaaible  to  launch 
all  the  boata  from  one  aide  if  necen- 
aary.  The  ohlp  had  alxtecn  tranaverse 
bulkheada,  and  alx  of  the  malm  com- 
partmenta  could  be  flooded  without  af- 
fecting the  atabillty  o^  the  nhlp.

According  to  an  Athens  dtapatch  to 
The  Daily  Chronicle,  aurvlvora  of  the 
Britannic  believe  that  two  German  aub- 
marine*  were  lying  in  wait  for  th* 
•teamablp  In  the  narrowa  cloae  to  the 
laland.  The  Britannic  waa  attacked 
from  lioth  aldea  almultaneounly,  each 
aubmarin*  aendlng  a  aingle  torpedo.  One 
of  theae  mlaaed  the  mark,  but  the  other 
jKflloted  a  equate  hit. 

Or^r  aboard  the  steamer  waa  per- 
fect. Thirty  or  forty  members  of  the 
crew  who  were  wounded  by  the  explo- 
sion Rrst  received  attention.  The  wo- 
men were  aaved  first,  then  some  of  the 
crew  donned  life  belts  and  took  to  the 
water.  Wireleaa  messages  were  Imme- 
tllately  sent  In  all  directions,  calling  for 
help,  and  Allied  deatroyera  and  awacp- 
*rs  arrived  quickly. 

One  of  the  reacued  atewardeaaea,  the 
diapatch  aaya.  waa  also  a  aurvlvor  of 
tha  Titanic.  8h*  waa  an  eyewltneaa  to 
the  unfortunate  attempt  to  launch  the 
nrat  two  of  the  Brltannic'a  boata,  which 
bacame  entangled  In  the  screw.  Owing 
to  th*  Hat  of  the  steamer,  the  screw 
waa  out  of  the  water  and  revolving  rap- 
idly. The  loaded  boats  were  amaahad 
like  matchwood,  and  many  of  the  occu- 
pants were  klllod  outright;  others  were 
severely  wounded. 

Th*  survivors  were  landed  at  Phaler- 
en,   Piraeus  and   Keratalnl.

UDNDON.  Nov.  S2.— "Any  peace  pro- 
posals from  Germany  will  receive  the 
consideration  they  deserve."  said  the 
E^arl  of  Derby,  Under  Secretary  for 
War,  today  to  the  Associated  Press  cor- 
respondent In  response  to  an  inquiry 
regarding  %he  attitude  of  the  Entente 
Allies. 

"The  Allies,"  continued  LK>rd  Derby, 
cannot  entartain  any  Idea  of  peace 
which  does  not  give,  them  what  they 
are  fighting  for.  The  Allies  have  not 
modified  their  position  In  this  respect." 

Whan  aaked  hia  opinion  as  to  th* 
probable  duration  of  the  war.  In  the 
light  of  recent  evenu.  Lord  Derby  said: 

"Only  a  food  would  propheay.  I  be- 
lieve anyone  who  understand*  the 
temper  of  the  Britiah  people  will  agre* 
with  me  that  tht^y  have  ahown  noalgns 
of  weakening,  but  on  th*  contrary,  are 
growing  more  determined  to  continue 
th*  war  to  a  ■i)lc*ssful  conclusion.  On 
th*  other  hand,  th*  a*rmans  are  squally 
d*t«rmln«d."

WASHINGTON.  Nov.  SI.— Charg* 
Grow,  of  th*  American  Kmbassy  at 
Berlin,  cabled  the  SUte  Department  to- 
day a  brief  report  on  the  racelpt  of 
atatementa  from  the  Oerman  Foreign 
OfBce  on  tha  casea  of  tha  ateamera 
Rowanmore.

Story  of  Emperor  Francis 
Joseph's  Last  HourS^^Fs 
Death  Directly  Due  to  De- 
velopment of  Pneumonia. 


VIBNNA,  Nov.  28.— The  death  of  Em- 
peror Francia  Joseph  occurred  laat 
night  at  9:05  o'clock.  The  end  was 
peaceful,  the  aged  monarch  passing 
away,  as  though  sinking  into  a  sleep. 

Among  thoae  in  the  death  chamber 
In  Schoenbrunn  was  the  heir-apparent. 
Archduke  Charles  Francis  Joseph. 

Shortly  after  midday  there  was  an 
appreciable  rise  in  the  ISmperor's  tem- 
perature. Although  the  Kmperor  had 
been  about  early  to  attend  to  state 
duties  and  had  eaten  a  light  meal,  it 
waa  evident  at  2  o'clock  that  a  crisis 
waa  approaching.  At  6  o'clock  in  the 
evening  the  attending  physicians  were 
almost  ready  to  abandon  hope,  the  Km- 
peror lapsing  slowly  into  unconscious- 
ness. 

Oanisd  OC  by  Vnannioala 

The  Kmperor  had  been  suflering  from 
a  bronchial  Inflammation,  but  pneumonia 
developed,  which  suddenly  reached  a 
critical  atage,  and  from  6  o'clock  on'  th* 
chances  of  tlie  patient  surviving  grew 
allghter.  Baron  Burian  who.  In  addi- 
tion to  being  Foreign  Minister,  is  also 
minister  ot  the  Imperial  and  Koyal 
Household,  was  aummoned.  He  left  the 
sick  chamber  a  little  after  i  o'clock,  but 
hardly  had  reached  his  office  when  the 
death  of  the  Kmperor  was  announced. 

The  death  of  Francia  Joseph  was 
known  to  but  few  people  in  Vienna  laat 
night,  but  rumors  which  had  been  in 
cIrculF.tlon  during  the  day  cast  a  gloom 
over  the  city. 

Comment  in  the  newspapers  voiced 
regret  that  the  Kmperor  had  not  been 
apared  long  enough  to  see  the  end  of 
the  war,  which,  according  to  the  accept- 
ed view  here,  nobody  regretted  more 
than  he. 

^Vilh  Kniperof  Francis  Joseph  passes 
the  world's  oldest  monarch,  a  man 
whose  life  waa  one  continuous  tragedy, 
which  was  to  end  in  the  greatest 
tragedy  of  all  time — the  present  war. 
Francis  Joseph  waa  really  beloved  by 
hla  people.  They  found  in  him  the 
cement  which  hel.l  together  the  atate 
atruciura  of  Auatria-Hungary. 

To  the  very  last  the  Emperor,  who 
had  no  conception  of  the  value  of  money, 
ap«nt  prodigloua  suma  in  ciMrity.

"The  enemy,  four  hundred  strong, 
with  three  guns  and  eight  machine  guns, 
attacked  a  small  British  post  at  Lu- 
pembe.  The  garrison  repulaed  all  at- 
tacks, inflicting  heavy  losses. 

"Later  two  British  columns  closed  in 
on  Lupembe*and  the  enepny  fled  in  a 
northerly  direction,  taking  their  wounded 
with  them'  and  abandoning  one  heavy 
gun  and  its  ammunition.  Forty-a*v*ii 
dead  were  found  on  the  field."

PARI8,  Nov.  22.  —  A  seml-otncial 
statement  issued  here  ls)st  evening  re- 
plies to  statements  from  Oerman 
sources  in  which  the  enforced  latwr  of 
civilians  of  Belgium  and  Northern 
France  ia  Justlfled  on  the  ground  that 
the  army  of  occupation  Is  required,  by 
Article  43  of  The  Hague  convention  to 
take  necessary  measures  to  re-establish 
and  maintain  order  and  public  life.  At- 
tention is  called  to  the  fact  that  the 
name  article  requires  the  '  occupying 
army  to  provide  nourlahment  for  the 
population,  which,  the  reply  says,  Oer- 
niany  haa  not  don*. 

In  referring  to  the  deportation  of  26.- 
000  InhabiUnta  of  Lille,  Boubalx  and 
Turcoing,  forced  to  work  in  other  re- 
glonn  by  the  military  authorities,  tha 
statement  cites  decrees  issued  by  Oen- 
ersl  von  Bissing  constraining  the  popu- 
lation, under  severe  penalties,  to  en- 
forced labor  either  in  Belgium  or  Oer- 
many.  It  recalls  the  protestations 
made  by  France  againat  the  deporta- 
tions from  Lille,  and  deniea  that  the 
German  military  authorities  wer*  under 
the  necessity  of  resorting  to  thia  mea- 
sure for  the  nourishment  of  th*  popu- 
lation, becaun*  they  had  never  occupied 
thamaelvea  with   that  duty. 

On  the  contrary,  it  ia  declared,  they 
have  disinterested  themaelvea  entirely 
as  to  the  fate  of  the  population  in  the 
occupied  regions,  who  receive  their  aun- 
tenancc  from  the  Alllefi  through  the 
philanthropic  intervention  of  Hpanlah- 
Amerlcan  commltleea. 

Tbe  statement  says,  furthermore,  that 
not  only  did  Germany  neglect  Its  duty 
In  the  matter  of  austenance,  but  it  haa 
actually  obatructed  the  provlaionlng  of 
the  population  of  occupied  regions  by 
r*qulattlonlng  and  sanding  to  Ocrmany 
sll  th*  raw  matartals  and  Indostrlal 
equipment    fonnd   In    than*   region*.

This  afternoon  with  the  tendering  to 
Lieutenant-Governor  Barnard  of  the 
reaignation  of  Premier  Bowaer  the  final 
action  of  Hon.  Mr.  Bowser  aa  head  of 
the  Conaervative  Government  which  haa 
been  in  power  for  the  paat  thirteen 
yeara,  will  have  b*«n  taken.

Only  Six  Vessels  of  Larger 
Size  Now  Left. 


NEW  YORK.  Nov.  21.— The  loas  of 
th*  British  steamship  Britannic  make* 
th*  third  veaael  of  the  larser  type  ot 
ocean  llnera  to  be  loat  sine*  th*  build- 
ing of  giant  passenger  carrying  ships 
for  transatlantic  trade  began.  Th* 
first  was  th*  Titanic,  sunk  on  hsr 
maldsn  trip  to  Now  Tork  by  striking 
an  lo*t>*rg.  Tb*n  «am*  tba  sinking  of 
th*  Cunard  lln*r  Lusttania,  by  a  tor- 
pedo oft  tb*  Irlah  coast. 

Marltlms  rscords  show  th*r*  ara  now 
left  alx  of  the  big  vesaela  reglatsrlng 
ovor  11.000  ton*  which  were  plying  the 
Atlantic  before  the  war  c>r  war*  at 
that  time  ready  for  service.  Of  thss* 
six.  two  ar*  own«d  by  0*rmanB,  th* 
Vateriand,  S4.2>2  tons,  and  tb*  Im- 
perat«r.  61.9*9  towi.  Th*  otbars  are 
tb*  Cunard  lin*rs  Aqultanla.  il.94S 
tons,  and  tha- Mburstanla*  Sl,9lt  tons; 
the  White  SUr  liner  Olympic,  4l,«4S 
tons  and  th*  8Ut*ndam,  built  In  Eng- 
land for  th*  Holland- American  Line, 
recently  reported  aa  ha,ving  been  taken 
over  by  the  British  Government.  The 
Statendam  1*  registered  at  SG.OOO  tons. 

None  of  these  ships  Is  now  in  the 
regular  transatlantic  trade,  having  been 
laid  up  or  uaad  for  hospital  transport 
service.  According  to  ofllcials  of  the 
Whit*  Star  Line,  the  Britannic  was 
built  with  th*  Idea  of  carrying  approxi- 
mately 1.000  paaaengera.  Her  accom- 
modations war*  of  th*  lateat  approved 
design  for  th*  comfort  of  aea  travel. 
In  conatruction  she  waa  considered  as 
being  as  near  unslnkable  as  modern 
marine  architecture  could  make  her.

Kllaa  Shepard,  who  aum- 
monad  phyaiolana  from  thta  city.  It 
waa  at  flrat  .believed  that  the  author 
waa  a  victim  of  ptomaine  polaonlng,  but 
later  It  developed  that  he  waa  suffer- 
ing from  a  aevcre  form  of  uremia.  Or. 
J.  WUaon  Shlela.  of  San  Franciaoo,  a 
eloae  friend  of  the  writer,  waa  aum- 
moned  during  the  day,  and  declared  that 
the  patlent'a   condition   was   grave. 

From  the  time  Mr.  London  waa  found 
thla  morning  be  did  not  regain  con- 
aciouaneaa.  About  midday  he  aeemed 
to  rally,  but  later  auffered  a  relapae  and 
Bank  rapidly  until  the  end  came.  Be- 
aidea  hia  alater,  Mra.  Shepard,  Mr.  Lon- 
don is  survived  by  a  daugtiter.  who  ia 
a  atudent  at  the  Univeralty  of  Califor- 
nia, and  hla  mother,  who  lives  In  Oak- 
land, and  hia  wife,  Charmian  Ix>ndon. 

Mr.  l.ondon  would  have  been  41  yeara 
old  on  January  12.  Mr.  and  Mra.  Lon-. 
don  recently  returned  from  a  aojourir 
of  aeveral  months  In  tha  Hawaiian  Isl- 
ands^ and  have  been  living  on  their 
.qun  Blltn  ranch^  opo  of  tbs  moat  •lab^ 


orately     equipped     in     Northern     Call- 
fomla. 


With  the  death  of  Jack  London  there 
will  be  lost  to  the  reading  public  one 
of  tha  foremoat  contrlbutora  to  power- 
ful, romantic  literature,  and  the  ex- 
perience of  a  man  who  waa  perhapa  the 
moat  widely  schooled  in  the  adventur- 
oiia  and  unpolished  side  of  human  na- 
ture. He  lacked  but  62  daya  of  round- 
ing out  hla  forty-flrat  year. 

Ha  waa  born  cloae  to  the  anv4ron- 
raant  which  moat  attracted  his  atten- 
tion In. hla  youth,  in  the  city  of  San 
Franoiaco.  on  the  twelfth  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1876.  Ho  was  the  son  of  John  Lon- 
don, who  claimed  only  a  modest  sphere 
in  the  life  of  the  community.  He  was 
married  first  to  Miss  Bessie  Maddern  in 
1900,  and,  after  an  estrangement,  again 
in  1906,  to  Miss  Charmian  Kittredge  In 
Chicago.  His  last  mate  was  his  com- 
panion in  many  of  b<*  adventures  and 
was  said  to  be  a  great  inspiration  in 
his  later  writings. 

In  his  search  for  adventures  amoni; 
tba  scum  of  marine  population  of  San 
Francisco  Bay,  he  soon  lost  hl.t  ideal 
romance  and  replaced  it  with  the  real 
romance  of  real  things.  He  became  in 
iturn  a  salmon  fhiher,  an  oyatcr  pirate, 
a  schooner  nealor,  a  fish  patrolman,  a 
longshoreman  and  a  general  bay-faring 
adTtenturer.  When  he  was  seventeen  he 
shipped  before  the  maat  as  able  sea- 
man and  subsequently  ehKaged  In  seal- 
ing on  the  Russian  side  of  Behring  fiea. 
serving  In  divers  times  in  various  fore- 
castlcH.  This  was  In  the  hey-day  of 
sealing  as  a-  romantic  enterprise,  and 
from  this  experience  he  built  the  foun- 
dation for  one  of  the  most  noteworthy 
of  his  early  tales.  "The  Sea  Wolf."  In 
these  early  days  he  was  not  a  stranger 
to   the  port  of  Victoria. 

Through  his  association  with  the 
unvarnished  forms  of  human  nature  in 
the  stuffy  for'ard  comparments  of  these 
itliiarants  of  the  sea,  ho  became  pos- 
aeased  of  an  interest  in  sociology  and 
economics.  Swayed  partly  by  this,  and 
partly  by  the  fascination  of  the  enter- 
prise, he  tramped  over  the  United 
States  and  Canada,  many  thousands  of 
miles,  having  more  than  one  Jail  ex- 
perience because  he  possessed  no  fixed 
place  of  abode,  and  no  visible  means  of 
support  other  than  the  crafty  practicea 
of  the  professional  hobo.  Later  he  re- 
peated hia  vagabond  career  in  the  ISast 
End  of  London.  | 

In  San  Franclaco  when  the  first' tales 
of  the  fabuloua  richea  of  the  Northland 
were  flaahed  around  the  world.  Jack 
London  recruited  himself  among  the 
flrat  of  the  great  army  of  volunteera  to 
harvest  the  woes  of  an  ill-planned  paa- 
alon  to  reap  sudden  wealth.  He  cross- 
ed Chilcoot  Paaa  with  the  first  of  tha 
Klondike  rush  of  1197.  His  inherent 
indolence  proved  him  a  drone  auch  aa 
found  no  niche  In  the  acheme  of  the 
rugged  life  of  the  North.  Although  it 
waa  said  that  he  refuaed  utterly  to  be  ^ 
uaeful  on  the  long  weary  trek,  his  com- 
panions say  that  he  reached  their  flrat 
destination  at  Dawaon  because  the  tide 
was  setting  irresistibly  in  that  direc- 
tion. At  the  flrat  opportunity  a  collec- 
tion waa  made  to  aaaure  his  return  to 
the  "odtslde."  Although  worthless  In 
the  standard  of  the  Klondike  prospect- 
or, he  carried  away  from  the  North  a 
treasure  registered  in  his  Inner  per- 
ceptions such  as  the  most  of  his  com- 
panions had  no  cognisance,  and  which 
aurpasaed  in  intrinsic  value  for  the 
most  part  their  several   "clean-ups.'' 

He  went  as  a  war  correspondent  to 
Japan.  Korea  and  Manchuria  in  1904. 
and  in  a  similar  capacity  to  Mexico  In 
1914.  In  190&.'0<  he  conceived  the  idea 
of  encircling  the  world  In  a  60-root 
ketch-rig  yacht,  accompanied  by  his 
wife  and  his  father-in-law.  He  Bailed 
from  San  Francisco  In  The  Snark  dur- 
ing the  latter  year,  but  his  enterprise 
was  doomed  to  failure  In  the  South  Sea 
Islands,  where  the  trip  was  abandoned. 
He  later  published  these  experience*  in 
two  popular  tale*,  and  Incorporated  Im- 
pressions of  them  in  many  of  hia  aub- 
aaqucnt  writings.

LCWDON,  Nov.  2t.— Under  the  tlUe 
"The  Agony  of  Belgium;  How  Slavery

oua  meaayres  are  in  force  to  prevent 
personal  communications  from  tha  In- 
vaded Pa^t  of  Belgium  reaching  Eng- 
land. -  Tha  following  article  la  by  a 
neutral  commercial  agent  who  baa  Juat 
returned  from  Brussels,  where  be  lived 
many  yeara; 

"A  spirit  of  revolt  has  been  awaken- 
ed, which  haa  grown  stronger  month 
after  month,  especially  a^ong  tha  labor- 
ing classes.  When  the  entire  output 
of  a  boot  -factory  was  commandeered  in 
behalf  of  the  German  aoldlers  the 
master  was  aggrieved  and  the  workmen 
exasperated.  They  realised  tha,t  they 
word  assisting  the  enemy  by  present- 
ing him  with  men's  boots. 

"The  metal  engineering  tradca  have 
auAered  worst  of  all.  The  great 
Cockerlll  works  were  Uken  over  in- 
dlacrlminaUly  after  tha  fall  of  Liaga, 
and  ainca  than  all  the  iron  and  ataal 
aad  electrical  works  In  tha  valley  of 
tha  Mouse  have  fallen  into  Oarmaa 
handa. 

"M.  Rensen.  director  of  Important  an- 
gular steel  works,  who  refused  to  con- 
duct operations  for  the  invader,  waa 
mada  a  prisoner  and  sent  to  Germany. 
The  machinery  of  the  International 
Electrical  Company,  and  of  almllar  ooa- 
cerna,  waa  ca/-ried  acroas  the  Rhine. 
All  tha  Btecka  of  copper  and  braaa  and 
enormous  quantltlaa  of  toola  wara  com- 
mandeered and  Chouaanda  of  aklllad 
arttaana  were  thrown  out  of  work. 

"The  lateat  requlaltlona  of  tha  Oar- 
man  tyrant  are  all  the  leather  bait- 
ing manufacturiea  and  .supplies  In  the 
country.  Idleness  la  therefore  forced 
upon  the  people.  The  German  aUta- 
ment  that  tha  workmen  prefer  to  be 
malnUlnad  on  puMIc  charity  la  un- 
true.    .     .     . 

"It  is  Impossible  to  say  how  many 
altogether  have  bean  aont  (deported). 
I  myself  ssw  S,*00  sent  from  the  cen- 
tral sUtion  at  Antwerp  on  November 
I,  and  waa  told  that  an  equal  number 
had  been  dispatched  from  the  aoatkam 
atatlon.  TiMqr  were  not  all  of  tba 
Uttoring  claaa.  Soma  appeared  to  ba 
Clarke  and  studonta..  I  aaw  several 
prlesU."

LONDON.  Nov.  SI.— (By  Arthur  8. 
Draper.) — Craiova,  the  capital  of  tVaat- 
arn  Wallaehia.  haa  fallen  to  Falken- 
hayn.  With  Its  capture  the  Oarman 
commander  haa  achieved  an  Important 
aucceas.  The  operatlona  leading  up  to 
It  are  still  ahrouded  In  myatary.  Da- 
taUa  of  all  the  movemeata  of  tha  laat 
three  daya  are  completely  lacking,  but 
It  is  clear  that  nearly  2.004  aquare  mUaa 
of  Roumanian  territory  have  been  con- 
quered by  the  Invader;  that  control  of 
the  entire  railroad  aystem  of  Waatern 
Wallaehia  has  come  .into  hla  hands; 
that  a  Roumanian  army  of  problentatl- 
cal  alaa  haa  been  virtually  trapped  in 
Oraova,  and  that  the  invadera  are  press- 
ing forward  from  the  west,  northwest 
and  north  toward  Bucharest  less  than  a 
hundred  milea  distant  at  aome  yointa. 
Oerman  troopa  marched  into  Craiova 
at  noon  today. 

AhU  to  VaMa  rorooa 

Basing  their  views  on  the  incomplete 
reports  now  at  hand,  observers  here 
express  the  belief  that  the  city  waa 
taken  by  the  joint  forces  operating  in 
the  Jiul  valley  and  from 'the  Orsova  re- 
gion. The  invading  army  in  the  JIul 
valley,  it  appears,  broke  the  Rouman- 
ians' resistance  at  Tergul  and  drove 
Ferdlnand'a  forces  rapidly  before  them 
toward  Craiova,  both  forces  making  use 
of  the  railroad.  Petrograd  announcea 
today  that  the  Roumanians  had  retired 
to  tiM  raglOD  or  FiUlaah.-  This  pUoa4a^ 
at  the  junction  of  the  Verclorova-Crai- 
ova  and  the  Tergujlul-Cralova  roads, 
about  30  milea  northwest  of  Craiova.  At 
the  aame  time  that  this  movement  waa 
going  on  other  Teuton  forcea  were  ad- 
vtincing  swiftly  down  the  Matruh  val- 
ley from  the  region  north  of  Oraova. 
Two  daya  ago  theae  troops  reached  the 
Oraova-Cralova  railroad  above  FiUlaah. 
Moving  along  this  road  they  apparently 
joined  forcea  with  the  army  driving 
down  the  Jiul  valley.  The  Joint  forces 
then  moved  on  and  Into  Craiova.  Al- 
though there  is  no  indication  aa  to  the 
fate  of  the  Roumanlana  who  were  de- 
fending the  Jiul  valley,  the  beat  opinion 
holds  that  they  were  able  to  retreat  to 
Craiova  before  the  enemy  could  cut 
them  off  from  the  aouth.  These  forcea 
are  now  presumed  to  be  facing  the  in- 
vaders from  the  east  and  south  of 
Craiova. 

Onwra  Army  la  Xtmagut 

The  swift  advance  of  the  Germanic 
troops  did  succeed,  however,  in  cutting 
off  the  eastern  line  of  retreat  of  the 
Roumanian  forces  in  and  to  the  south 
of  Orsova.  The  position  of  these 
troops  is  now  extremely  critical.  Their 
only  line  of  retreat  lies  along  the  Dan- 
ube. Whether  they  can  reach  the  safe- 
ty of  the  territory  east  of  Craiova  be- 
fore Falkenhayn's  troops  drive  south- 
ward .to  the  Danube  and  cut  them  off. 
Is  a  matter  of  speculation.  Even  If 
they  are  able  to  escape,  the  evacuation 
of  Orsova  will  give  the  Teutons  com- 
plete control  of  the  Danube  as  far  as 
the  mouth  of  the  Alt  river,  a  great  ad- 
vantage. There  is  aome  hoife  that  the 
Orsova  garrison  will  make  a  desperate 
stand  that  will  delay  the  opening  of  the 
Danube  to  the  Teutons  until  the  Russo- 
Roumanlan  forces  can  concentrate  their 
attack  on  the  northern  line  and  hold'  the 
Invaders  at  Craiova.  Observers  do  not 
believe  that  Falkenhayn  will  attempt 
to  press  forward  to  Bucharest  from 
Craiova  Immediately.  The  local  plan 
of  campaign,  it  is  pointed  out,  would 
be  a  joint  offensive  by  Falkenhayn  and 
Mackensen.  The  former,  then,  is  llk»> 
ly  to  delay  until  Mackensen  haa  re- 
ceived sufficient  reinforcements  to  un- 
dertake a  dash  on  the  capital  from^the 
cast. 

May   BrlTO  ob  Bnehareat 

Some  critics  here  interpret  Macken- 
sen's  recent  retirement  in  the  Dobrudja 
as  a  deliberate  move  to  concentrate  his 
troops  on  the  Danube  near  Stlistrla  pre- 
paratory to  joining  with  Falkenhayn 
In  a  drive  on  Bucharest.  The  German 
commander  is  known  to  have  extensive 
river  forces  at  his  command,  and  it  is 
suggested  that  he  plans  to  transport 
big  units  across  the  Danube  at  this 
twint  and  move  on  the  capital  as  «ioon 
aa  his  fellow-commander  Is  ready  to 
join  In  the  movement  on  the  west. 

Falkenhawn  has  come  Into  a  rich 
grain  country  In  Western  Wallaehia. 
The  awlftnesa  of  his  advance  probably 
prevented  the  Roumanians  from  de- 
stroying the  crops  or  food  supplies. 
Huge  quantities  of  grain  are  known  to 
have  been  stored  in  Craloiha  and  It  is 
not  unlikely  that  the  greater  part  of 
them  fell  into  the  invadera'  hands.  The 
Teutonic  forward  drive  in  the  Alt  val- 
ley continues.  Several  Important  towns 
and  heights  aouth  of  the  Soauenl  river 
were  wrested  from  the  defenders  to- 
day, If  the  movement  In  this  sector 
develops  in  favor  of  the  Germans  aa 
rapidly  aa  that  in  the  west,  the  Rou- 
manians will  soon  lose  Pttesci  and  the 
whole  region  of  the  Alt  valley.  Neither 
the  Britlah  nor  the  French  preaa  takes 
the  news  of  the  Roumanian  defeat  with 
the  ostrichlike  Indifference  characteris- 
tic of  the  attitude  of  the  Teutonic  press 
In.  tf\t  face  of  disaster.  It  is  frankly 
admitted  that  the  fears  of  the  Allies 
during  the  last  month  have  about  been 
realised.  The  full  story  of  the  Rou- 
manian blunder — or  rather  the  combin- 
ation of  blunders  which  made  the  prea- 
ent  situation  possible — remaina'  to  bo 
told.

The  better '  they  work  the  bet- 
ter for  the  British,  fpr  they  will  be 
needing  those  trenches  of  tho  Germans 
before  long. 

Chaiaotor  of  Maoaocn 

Prisoners  in  ones — very  wet  and  stiff 
and  numbed  about  the  arma  through  the 
exercise  of  holding  them  up  while  walk- 
ing— and  twoa,  atiU  come  trickling  In 
from  their  hiding  plaices  among  tha 
reeds  on  the  riverside.  Those  from 
the  neighborhood  of  Grandcourt  are 
nearly  all  Hessians,  fine  physical  typeq 
enough  when  they  have  been  cleaned 
and  fed  and  have  lost  the  droop  of 
their  fear  and  weariness. 

The  averase  a,ga  of  the*  prisoners 
whom  I  have  aeen  is  about  twenty-aix. 
The  poorest  physically  and  in  point  of 
general  quality  are  the  Saxona,  aa  re- 
gards their  youth  and  strength.  They 
say  that  being  In  the  line  insures  them 
at  leaat  good  food  and  plenty  of  it,  ao 
long  as  the  British  shell  fire  allows 
them  to  bring  it  up. 

If  evidence  is  needed  to  prove  tha 
fierceness  of  the  fighting  upon  the  An- 
cre, it  is  furnished  by  the  ground  to- 
ward Beaucourt,  where  every  step  was 
forced  with  the  bayonet.  Here  are  yet 
the  bodies  of  many  who  fell  in  that 
auperb  advance,  Germans  as  well  aa 
British,  waiting  till  the  overworked 
burlaj  partiea  can  put  them  out  of 
sight. 

There  has  been  an  alarm  of  gas,  for 
most  of  the  men  have  gas  helmets  out, 
either  In  their  hands  or  on  their  heads, 
and  where  hand-to-hand  struggles  took 
place  many  of  the  Germans  are  still 
lying  Bs  they  died,  when  a  ahell  or  bul- 
let killed  them.

MONTREAL,  Nov.  32. — A  campaign 
by  The  Montreal  Star,  developed  during 
three  successive  days,  against  an  al- 
leged potato  "combine  or  trust,"  which 
is  said  to  be  controlling  the  price  of 
this  commodity  in  Montreal  aa  well  as 
at  other  points,  has  begun  to  arouse 
Interest.  Among  the  principal  facts  al- 
leged by  The  Star  are: 

That  a  combine,  or  "trust,"  which 
has  bought  up  the  greater  portion  of  the 
domeatic  supply  of  potatoes.  Is  holding 
them  In  reserve.  In  some  cases  on  rail- 
way sidings,  where  they  are  rotting, 
with  the  Intention  of  keeping  the  price 
around  $2.25  a  bag.  The  paper  claims 
that  at  leaat  sixty  tons  of  poUtoes  have 
gone  bad  and  become  unfit  for  food 
through  frost  while  congesting  the  rail- 
way terminals  here.  A  special  dis- 
patch from  Toronto  says  that  forty 
tons  were  destroyed  In  the  railway  yards 
there  laat  week  because  of  frost.  The 
article  then  eatlmates  that  altogether 
120  toIi:^.  or  about  3,000  bags,  "ynough 
to  keep  seven  or  eight  hundred  families 
well  supplied  throughout  the  Winter," 
have  thus  been  destroyed. 

An  Ottawa  dispatch  says  the  condi- 
tions in  Montreal  were  brought  to  the 
attention  of  the  Railway  Commission 
yesterday,  and  that  a  member  of  that 
body  aUted  It  waa  the  tlrst  Intimation 
of  affairs  as  affecting  Montreal,  "but 
there  have  been  similar  representations 
from  other  points." 

Tha  only  remedy,  so  far  as  the  com- 
mission  was  concerned,  this  officer  said, 
would  be  authorisation  for  the  rallwaya 
to  raiaa  tha  demurrage  rate  on  rail- 
way cars,  now  at  11  per  day^to  a  point 
where  it  would  be  unprofltaole  to  the 
combine  to  longer  hold  back  their  sup- 
plies. 

Local  dealers,  according  to  the  paper, 
confirmed  the  report  of  a  "combine," 
^nme  of  them  saying  they  had  bought 
■mall  lota  In  NeW^  Brunswick — where, 
however,  the  crop  this  year  waa  only 
<6  per  cent  of  normal — at  something  un- 
der the  "truat's"  rate,  and  that  an  agent 
of  the  latter  then  offered  a  higher  rate 
and  bought  up  all  the  potatoes  in  sight. 

The  Star  urges  action  by  the  city  un- 
der the  order-ln-councll  passed  at  Ot- 
tawa last  week,  which  gave  munlcipal- 
Itlea  power  to  Investigate  any  food  com- 
bine.

FIRE  IN  MINE

Advices  received  by  the  Department 
of  Mines  yesterday  relative  to  the  out- 
break of  lire  In  the  Corbln  mine,  east 
Kootenay  district,  indicate  that  the  (Ire 
is  not  as  serious  sui  the  first  reports 
would  indicate.  As  a  matter  of  fact 
the  mine  has  been  on  fire  for  the  paat 
three  years,  when  It  was  sealed  up  in 
the  hope  that  the  fire  would  thus  be 
smothered  out.  About  six  months  ago 
one  of  the  aealed  passages  was  opened 
up  for  the  purpose  of  aacertalnlng  if 
the  fire  waa  stli:  In  existence,  and  it 
Waa  found  that  auch  waa  the  case. 
Last  Sunday  morning  the  fire  broke 
through  tha  concrete  seal  In  "A"  level 
of  the  old  No.  1  mine.  Word  received 
at  the  department  stated  that  this  out- 
break ia  now  under  control,  and  a  new 
atopplng  and  concrete  aeal  is  being 
constructed. 

The  continued  flra  and  this  latest 
outbreak  indicatea  that  oxygen  is  being 
derived  by  the  fire  through  some  source 
unknown  to  the  engineers,  possibly 
through  aome  break  In  the  strata.  An 
effort  will  be  made  to  locate  this  open- 
ing and  have  It  aealed.  Tha  property 
belongs  to  the  Corbln  Coal  and  Coke 
Company,  a  Spokane  concern.  Aa  the 
mine  haa  been  out  of  commission  for 
over  three  yeara  the  fact  that  the  fire 
is  still  raging  will  not  have  any  effect 
on  the  present  production  of  coke.

Aa  a  private  mamber  of  the  Legtala- 
ture  and.  we  oatipipau.  Leader  of  the 
Opposition,  Mr.^waer  has  yc^  open  to 
him  a  wide  fleld  of  usefuineaa.  We 
spaak  with  aom^  knowledge  when  wa 
say  that  he  would  aoC  have  greatly  re- 
gretted had  the  reault  of  the  election 
DocaaSItotad  hia  return  to  private  life. 
If  be  conaulted  hit  personal  Intereata 
only  he  would  seek,  for  the  time  being 
at  least,  some  other  fleld  than  polltVca. 
for  the  ezarciss  of  his  groat  ahlUttes; 
but  having  been  chosen  as  one  of  their 
reprosontatives  by  the  people  of  Van- 
eouver,  he  will  aerva  in  that  capacity 
and  the  Provinea  is  ezoeedingly  for- 
tunate on  tliat  account 


During  today,  probably  at  aoroe  time 
In  tho  middle  of  the  afternoon,  Mr.  H. 
C.    Brewster    will    be      invited    by      the 
LileutenaQt-Oovemor   to   form   a   minis- 
try.  Ho     will     become     Premier     the 
moment   he  accepts   the   invitation  and 
is  sworn  in.     We  are  not  advised  as  to 
whether  or  not  he  will  announce  what 
ofllea  in   the   Executive  Council  he  will 
All  or  who  his  colleagues  will  be.     Me 
la  not  obliged  to  do  these  things  today 
and  is  entitled,  if  he  wiobes,  to  a  rea- 
sonable  time  to  arrive  at  his  decisions 
in  those  matters.     His  recommendations 
aa    to    tha    membership    of   his    offldal 
fa'mlly  muat  be  aetepta'ble  to  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Qovernor,  but   the  Cifown  or  its 
representative    very    rarely    objects    to 
any  persons   whom   the  First   Minister 
names.     Such  a^  objection  would     not 
necessarily   Ifod   to   the   resignation  of 
the  Premier  and  need  not  ever  become 
a  matter  of  public     knowledge.     Com- 
munications   between   the     laeutonant- 
Oovemor  and   the  Premier  are  strictly 
confldentlal.     We  make  these     observa- 
tions simply  to  deflne  the  position  of 
an   incoming  Premier  ajn^   not  because 
there    is    any    reason    to    suppose    that 
Mr.   Brewster  wUl   have  tha  least  dlf- 
flculty   in   fonhing  a  cabinet    in   every 
way  personally  acceptable  to  His  Honor. 
In  aasumlng  office  Mr.  Brewster  will 
accept  a  very  serloub  responsibility,  % 
part  of  which  waa  preventlbloi     In  ad» 
diUon  to  the  matters  insepiCrable  from 
»  change  of  Oovernment  at  any  time, 
and    the   very    grave   problems   arising 
out  of  existing  conditions  in  ProvlnclaJ 
affairs   generally,    he  will   And   himself 
confronted  with  what  wa  may  'eaXl  ar- 
tificial duncultles  that  have  been  need- 
lesslj^  created.     We  prefer  not'tb  dis- 
cuss or  even  specify  these  at  the  pres- 
ent time,  or  to.  say  anything  that  might 
possibly  embarrass  him  In  dealing  with 
them.  '  The  people  of  British  Columbia 
have  unmistakably  expressed   their  de- 
sire   that    tho   management   of   Provin- 
cial affairs  shall   be  entrusted   to     Mr. 
Brewster,  and  wa  conceive  it  to  b«  the 
duty  of  The   Coloniat   to   place  no  ob- 
stacles In  the  way  of  his  pla,clng  him- 
self in  a  position  to  discharge  his  trust. 
We   reserve   the   right    to     criticise   or 
make   suggestions,    but   we   do   not    la- 
tend  to  do  one  thing  or  ^he  other  until 
Mr.   Brewster  haa  announced  the  lines 
of  action    he  proposes  to  follow,  which 
we  sincerely  hope  wtlT  ba  such  aa  we 
oan  heastlly  endorse. 

Mr.  Brewiiter.  for  whom  personally 
we  have  only  the  most  kindly  feelings, 
tsjtes  olRce  under  circumstiuices  that 
may  tax  his  ability  to  the  utmost  He 
is  fortunate  in  starting  out  with  a  clean 
aheet.  As  all  party  leaders  are  given 
to  doing,  ha  has  made  during  the  elee- 
tlon  campaign  fairly  deflntte  forecasts 
of  tho  policy  he  intended  to  follow  If 
hs  came  int9  power,  but  we  shall  not 
expect  him  to  bo  In  a  hurry  to  place 
theae  academic  proposals  In  concrete 
form.  Hla  first  duty  will  ba  to  set  his 
political  house  In  order  and  meeting 
eertain  problems  in  routine  administra- 
tion, and  we  expe<)t  be  will  confine 
hlmaelf  at  the  outset  to  these. 

Mr.  Brewster  will  find  the  respon- 
sibilities of  oflloe  a  very  different  mat- 
ter from  the  responsibilities  of  Opposi- 
tion. No  one  will  be  better  pleased 
than  The  Coloniat  if  ha  can  acquit  him- 
self of  them  with  credit  to  himself  and 
adTantage  to  tha  Province.  After  all 
has  beea  aald,  wo  aro,  or  at  leaat  we 
ought  to  be.  British  Columbians  first 
and  ConsWrvatives  or  Liberals  .after- 
wards. A  long^ontinued  period  of 
party  strife  has  coma  to  an  end  and  it 
haa  reaulted  In  a  new  Premier  and  a 
new  party  t>eing  In  power.  We  con- 
aider  It  to  bo  the  duty  of  us  all,  no 
matter  what  our  party  alRllatlens  may 
be.  to  try  to  make  the  beat  of  thinga 
as  they  are.  They  are  not  aa  The  Col- 
oniat wanted  them  to  be.  but  that  la 
net  our  fault  It  will  be  our  fault  If 
wo  fall  to  deal  with  the  polielea  and 
administrative  aeta  of  the  new  minis- 
try from  any  lower  atandpoint  tbaa 
that  of  a  daaira  to  proasote  the  welfare 
of  the  Prorinoo  m/M  Ita  poopla.

It  U  doubt- 
leas  true  that  tha  beat  results  have 
not  always  boon  soeorad  for  the  ax- 
paadlturaa,  hot  th«t  thaoa  asllMons  have 
been  adminiatered  honeatly  la  beyond 
all  queatlon  and  Mr.  Taylor  retlrea  Into 
prtvota  life  with  an  unoalllod  reputa- 
tioa  aa  an  administrator  of  a  great  pub- 
lic department. 

As  the  haad  of  the  Department  of 
t<anda  Mr.  Rosa  tias  mode  a  fine  record. 
The  I'^>restry  Branch,  one  of  the  flneat 
organisations  of  ita  kind  in  the  world, 
the  new  aivC  thorough  system  of  Pro- 
vincial surreys,  tho  Isglslatlon  relat- 
ing to  timber  on  Crown  lands — these 
and  other  measures  testify  to  the 
ability  broUkht  to  bear  by  Mr.  Ross 
upon  the  work  of  his  very  Important 
department. 

Mr.  Lome  Campbell,  as  Minister  of 
Mines,  has.  during  his  short  tsrm  of 
office  given  abundant  proof  of  hla  fit- 
ness for  sueh  a  post.  He  brought  to 
bear  upon  hia  duties  a  degree  of  knowl- 
edge, a  reputatlbn  dmong  mining  men 
and  a  spirit  of  oonracaous  enterprise 
such  aa  few  men  possess.  The  other 
ministers  have  not  been  long  enough 
In  olBee  to  enable  them  to  make  records 
for  themselves  aa  administrators,  and 
they  will  pass  Into  political  history 
simply  aa  good  dtisena  who  were  ready 
to  aer\-e  their  Province  as  best  they 
could.

Many   are   the   suggestions  aa   to   the 
way  the  cost  of  living  can  bo  reduead. 
Oovernmenta  are  being  oppealed  to;  ac- 
tion against  real  or  imaginary  combines 
has    been    urged;    Incressed    production 
has   been  advocated.     Nobody  seems   to 
have   thought    that   one   Way    to  reduce 
the   cost    of   living    is   to   live   less   ex- 
pensively.    We  suppose  that  this  obser- 
vation will  Inspire  some  alleged  friend 
of  the  working  man  to  protest  against 
wttat  be  will  call  an  effort  on  our  part 
to  lower  the  atandard  of  living.     As  a 
matter    of    fact    ft    la    Intended    as    an 
attempt  to  raise  the  standard.     A  very 
silly    notion   prevails   in   some   quarters 
that    to   never   eat    anything   than   fine, 
white  flour,  or  the  most  expensive  cuts 
of  meat,  and  the  presence  on  the  table 
of    fancy   foods   aad   condlmenta   meana 
Br,  higher  aUndard  of  living  than  a  less 
expensive  and  plainer  bill  of  fare  would. 
This  is  a  mistake  of  the     firat     order. 
The  man  who  eats  whole  wheat  bread, 
or   some  kind  of  brown  bread,  is, living 
on   a   higher   atandard    than    hia   neigh- 
bor who  muat  have  his  bread  made  of 
pastry   flour..     Prime  cuts  of  meat  are 
not  any   more   nourishing   than  cheaper 
cuts.      They    may    look    better    on    the 
table,  but    after    a    few  strokes  of  the 
carving  knife,  their  appearance  is  com- 
pletely   altered.      A    fancy    name    or    a 
fancy  package  adds  nothing  to  the  food 
value   of  anything,   aad   In   many  caaes 
the   process   through    which    such    foods 
go  destroys  their  value.     Expensive  con- 
diments may  be  stimulants  to  Jaded  ap- 
petites,   but    they     do    not    make     the 
standard  of  living  any  higher.     We  sup- 
pose we  are  correct  in  thinking  that  the 
highest  standard  of  living  in  respect  to 
food    Is    that    which    affords    the    most 
nourishment  in  the  most  i>alatable  form 
to    any    ordinary    healthy    person.      Our 
mothers   and      our     grandmothera,     and 
especially    our    grandmothers,    knew    all 
about    this,   and    they   could    serve   up  a 
well-tasting,   highly   nutrttons   meal   for 
less  money  than  many  people  now  spend 
oil  extras.     Let  us  try  and  get  back  to 
their   system.     This   would   mean  a  re- 
vival of  the  lost  art  of  booaewlfery,  but 
we  would  all  be  the  better  for  that 

There  are  famlllea  In  Victoria  who 
are  attempting,  with  success,  to  solve 
the  high  cost  of  living  by  these  expedi- 
ents, and  the  houaewlvea  would  laugh 
at  what  soma  of  the  people,  who  write 
to  the  papers,  think  Is  the  least  a  per- 
son can  live  on.  At  certain  times  of 
each  year  the  sea  Is  full  of  herrings, 
but  how  often  does  a  herring,  either 
fresh  or  salted,  appear  on  the  table  of 
the  average  family  In  VIctoriaT  Tet 
when  you  take  lunch  at  your  club,  the 
chaacea  are  that  In  Summer  you  may 
have  baked  herring  on  the  bill  of  fare. 
You  go  to  an  afternoon  tea,  and  yen 
will  find  men  and  women  eating  whole 
wheat  bread.  If  it  la  available,  aad 
scorning  white  lireod  and  coke.  How 
much  whole  wheat  4o  'Victoria  families 
use  aa  an  article  of  dally  or  even  oc- 
easionol  diet.  Tet  a  pouad  of  whole 
wheot  flour  ought  to  he  cheaper  than 
a  pound-  of  white  flour,  aad  It  Is  cer- 
tainly more  nutritious  and  tastes  bet- 
ter. Of  course,  there  Is  a  lot  In  the 
eooklng.  By  all  moans,  let  ua  agitate 
to  hasp  dowo  the  prleea  of  aoeessory 
commodities,  but  also  let  us  see  what 
we  caa  do  ladlvMooIlr  to  reduce  our 
own  cost  of  livtag.

JuwetufOL  It  Mflowo  har«  oa  the  hosts 
of  Sir  Wnfirtd  Loorlor's  roToaal  to  so- 
eparate  la  aa  attempt  to  vtlttae  to  tho 
tall  ostsa«.  the  laah  B»wor  of  the 


try.  To  aMay  thors  will  he  aa  obrfoaa 
eonneetloo  botwoea  tie  two  happeotnga. 
There  la  ao  gloslag  the  fa^t  that  Que- 
bec's attltodhi  towards  the  war  doea  not 
Impwve  wldi  time.  The  one  maa  In 
coiaada  who  haa  a  domlnast  tofluanoe 
la  that  novlnco  might  have  eonstder- 
ably  Improved  tho  altuatloa  there  if  he 
had  tho  InvUnatloo.  but  imfortunaUly 
hlo  offoru  have  beea  holf-hearted. 

There  la  nothlag  to  be  gained  by 
mlnotag  mattara  in  opeaking  of  Quebec, 
la  preportlea  to  tho  rest  of  tho  Domin- 
ion, the  .Fraaeh-Oaaadlans  have  faUen 
far  short  of  their  duty  In  the  present 
war.  Under  the  volunteer  ayatem,  com- 
parisons of  this  character  may  be  in- 
vldloua.  but  when  we  find  battaliona 
ntisntssi  te  Qoobae  forced  to  reenilt 
all  over  tho  Dominion,  the  Inference  la 
obvioux  and  the  moral  pointed.  In  view 
0/  tho  fact  that  %iebao  la  the  most 
dsmmly  p«»uUted  of  all  the  Provlncea 
.  At  the  time  the  Naval  Aid  Bill  waa 
under  consideration  at  Ottawa.  Sir  Wil- 
frid Laurler,  amid  his  declamatory  ut- 
terances against  that  meaaure,  atated 
that  If  tho  Brltlah  Empire  Were  ever  in 
danger,  he  would  "etump  Quebec  from 
end  to  end."  to  secure  recruits  for  the 
Imperial  armies.  He  haa.  It  la  true,  de- 
livered oerae  three  or  four  speeches  oa 
the  war.  In  that  Province,  but  we  quea- 
tlon  if  in  any  one  of  them  there  was 
anything  In  the  nature  of  a  direct  ap- 
peal to  the  French  Canadians  for  re- 
cruits, an  appeal  such  ss  he  is  capable 
of  delivering  when  his  heart  is  in  his 
subject  A  French-Canadian  hlmaelf, 
and  one  who  largely  through  the  aid  of 
Quebec  waa  maintained  in  power  for 
fifteen  yeara  at  Ottawa,  it  would  have 
been  both  natural  and  fitting  that  dur- 
'ag  the  past  two  years  he  ahould  have 
felt  an  exalted  pride  In  arousing  hU 
countrymen  to  a  sense  of  the  high 
privilege  Involved  In  their  duty  during 


the  existing  crisis.  If,  as  we  assume, 
he  haa  an  obligation  In  this  direction, 
we  think  we  cannot  be  accused  of  seek- 
ing to  make  political  capital  by  saying 
that  he  has  been  sadly  recreant  to  what 
the  rest  of  Canada  expected  from  him 
under  the  circumstances.  We  do  not 
knew  what  hla  motives  are.  It  is  no 
task  of  ours  to  attempt  to  fathom  them. 
All  we  know  Is  that  if  he  had  done  what 
he  said  he  would  do  when  opposing  tho 
Naval  Aid  Bill,  the  propaganda  of  M. 
Henri  Bouraaaa  would  have  gained  nu 
ground  In  Quebec,  a  reaolutton  auch  as 
that  passed  by  the  Charleabourg  Coun- 
cil would  have  been  impossible,  Sir 
Wilfrid  would  be  giving  every  assist- 
ance in  his  power  to  the  Government  of 
the  day  In  the  prosecution  of  the  war, 
and  tho  French  Canadian  contribution 
to  the  forces  of  the  Dominion  would  be 
on  a  parity  with  the  glorious  achieve- 
ments of  such  battalions  as  have  gone 
from  that  Province  te  the  front. 

Posolbly  It  is  too  late  now  to  believe 
that  Sir  Wilfrid  will  reverse  his  atti- 
tude. The  war  has  passed  beyond  the 
stage  when  glittering  generalities  and 
word  painting  of  high  patriotic  resolve 
^an  accomplish  anything.  Hard  spade 
wortc  Is  needed  to  fill  up  the  measure 
of  Canada's  promise  in  men  alone.  It 
is  In  this  direction  that  Sir  Wilfrid 
could  be  of  the  utmost  assistance.  If  at 
a  time  when  Parliament  Is  not  in  ses- 
sion he  were  to  devote  his  energies  to 
assisting  the  recruiting  campaign  In 
Quebec  by  exerting  there  the  influence 
which  he  la  known  to  possess.  That  Is 
what  the  country  expects  from  him, 
what  It  has  a  right  to  expect  in  the 
light  of  his  promise  to  do  his  utmost  in 
the  time  of  the  Empire's  need,  and  what, 
if  he  fails  in  Its  accomplishment,  will 
cause  many  to  readjust  their  view  point 
of  hla  attitude  In  Imperial  affairs.  The 
resolution  of  the  municipal  council  of  a 
Quebec  town  may  seem  a  matter  of 
small  moment  at  first  glance,  but  it 
must  never  be  forgotten  that,  although 
in  an  Infinitesimal  way,  it  1«  the  first 
break  in  the  continuity  of  resolve  from 
one  end  of  the  Dominion  to  the  other 
to  Insure  that  no  stone  shall  be  left  un- 
turned to  bring  about  victory  for  Ohe 
cause   of   the   Allies. 

If  there  ever  was  a  time  In  the  his- 
tory of  Canada  when  the  French-Can- 
adlana  had  an  opportunity,  to  prove  their 
worth,  it  was  at  the  outbreak  of  thla 
war.  All  honor  to  those  who  saw  in 
which  direction  the  hand  of  duty  point- 
ed, to  those  who  placed  country  before 
everything  else,  and  went  forth  to  Win 
Imperishable  renown  on  the  blood- 
sti^ned  fields  of  Ypres  and  the  Somme 
But  what  oan  we  say  of  th%  men  in 
the  Province  of  Quebec — that  great  ma- 
jority of  miliUry  i^e — and  to  those  lead- 
ers of  public  opinion  there  who  have 
failed  In  the  hour  of  Canada's  trial  T 
For  Sir  Wilfrid  Laurler  has  failed,  and 
the  excuses  he  has  given  for  his  failure 
are  as  Ignominious  as  the  part  played 
by  the  bulk  of  the  population  of  Qtie- 
bee,  among  whom  his  energies.  If  direct- 
ed ao  they  should  have  been,  would 
have  proved  of  meet  avail. 


Membors  of  the  City  Council  will 
again  today  hove  an  opportunity  of  dia- 
cnsatag  the  need  of  a  puMIe  abbatolr. 
We  do  not  know  what  their  attitude 
will  be,  but  BUggeat  that  if  the  plant 
caa  ho  ssUbllahod  at  a  small  cost  ths 
expenditure  should  not  be  regarded  as 
aa  Insurmouatable  barrier.  Whatever 
caa  be  deao  to  prevent  tho  sale  of  dis- 
eased meat  will  be  a  step  in  the  right 


direction.  Hore^  aa  elosorhere,  ^vera- 
mental  Inspection  of  slaughtered  ani- 
mals la  most  dealrabla.  The  opkeop  of 
^  atobotolr  can  be  met  by  the  chargee 
levied,  the  land  for  Ita  location  can  bo 
readily  procured  under  eslsting  condi- 
tions, and  the  initial  expenditure  will 
be  trining  compared  with  tha  results  of 
Ita  being  put  in  operation. 

Here  In  Victoria  there  la  a  tendency 
to  lag  behind  the  tlmea  In  beaKh  con- 
servation methoda.  The  eaUbllabment 
of  an  abbatolr  Mfa  preventive  meaaure 
for  the  aafeguardlng  of  human  life,  and 
we  hope  the  Mayor  and  Aldermen  will 
reconsider  their  attitude  in  the  prem- 
isea.

We  are  not  advised  aa  to  whether  it 
is  the  desire  of  the  Dominion  Oovem- 
ment  to  appeal  to  the  people  during  the 
war,  aad  what  we  have  already  aald  or 
shall  noi^aay  oa  tha  subject  Is  not  due 
to  any  suggeetlon.  direct  or  indirect 
from  any  quarter,  but  la  due  solely  to 
a  desire  to  keep  our  readers  Informed 
as  to  existing  conditions.  We  have  be- 
fore us  a  statement  prepared  by  The 
Manitoba  Free  Preaa,  which  we  aaaume 
haa  been  prepared  with  accuracy.  From 
It  we  learn  that  there  are  sixteen  vacan- 
cies In  the  House  of  Commons,  distribut- 
ed aa  follows:  In  Manitoba,  two.  cauaed 
by  the  realgnationa  of  Sir  James  Aiklns 
and  Mr.  W.  M.  Sharps  to  enter  the  Pro- 
vincial arena,  where  both  of  them  were 
defeated.  Sir  James  later  being  ap- 
pointed Lieutenant-Governor  of  Mani- 
toba, and  Mr.  Sharpe  a  senator.

Mr.  Paul  Lamarotae,  who  refused  to  sit 
beyond  the  normal  term  of  Parliament; 
one  by  the  appointment  of  Mr.  D.  O. 
Lesperanee  to  the  Quebec  Harbor  Com- 
mission, and  one  by  the  resighatlon  of 
Mr.- jr.  O.  Lavallee  to  enter  Provincial 
politics.  In  Nova  Scotia  there  are 
three,  one  due  to  the  death  of  fir.  B. 
B.  Law  in  the  Parliament  Building  fire; 
one  due  to  the  retirement  of  Mr.  A. 
Dewltt  Booster  under  circumstances  sim- 
ilar to  those  that  caused  the  resignation 
of  Mr.  Garland,  and  one  to  the  resigna- 
tion of  Mr.  William  Chlsholm  to  enter 
Provincial  politica.  In  New  Brunswick 
there  is  a  vacancy  due  to  the  death  of 
Mr.  James  Reid,  and  in  Prince  Edward 
Island  one  due  to  the  death  of  Mr.  J. 
W.   Richards. 

In  addition  to  these  vacahcles  In  the 
House  of  Commons  as  constituted  at 
the  election  of  1911.  there  are  twenty- 
one  seats  provided  for  in  the  redlstribu- 
lon  Act  of  1914  which  remain  unfilled 
and  cannot  be  filled  until  the  next  gen- 
sral  election.  These  new  seats  are  all 
In  the  Western  Provinces.  At  that 
election  the  Eastern  Provinces  will  lose 
seven  representatives.  There  are.  It 
may  be  mentioned,  twelve  vacancies  in 
the  Senate.

"During  my  atoy  In  Victoria  I  made  aa 
careful  pbaervationa  as  I'  could,  with 
the  object  df  deciding  aa  to  whether  the 
neighborhood  waa  aulUble  for  seed  pro- 
ductlqn.  My  opteions  on  this  matter 
were  so  pronounced  that  I  have  thought 
ft  wise  to  send  a  report  and  recom- 
mendation to  the  Oovemment  of  British 
Columbia,  and  in  that  report  I  refer  to 
your  taewly.formed  association.  Of 
oourso  a  short  visit  Uke  that  Is  not  suf- 
ficient to  Justify  me  in  being  very  em- 
Irtiatlc  in  my  conclusions,  but,  from 
what  I  saw.  I  think  there  is  a  great 
future  for  seed-growing  on  the  Island 
of  Vancouver,  and  espectally  seed-grow- 
ing by  amall  holders.  IkU  over  tho 
world  the  very  beat  seeds  and  moat 
expensive  are  grown  by  small  holders. 
ToH  can  easUy  see  In  such  eases -^ery 
careful  attention  can  be  given  to  the 
atralns  and  the  roguing  and  the  gen- 
eral production  of  seeds.  I  think  this 
matter  should  be  supported  by  the  Oov- 
emment and  pushed  by  your  aaaociation.

I 
can  assure  you  that  th^  question  with 
us  In  England  is  procuring  seeds,  and 
anything  I;  can  do  to  ai^sist  your  as- 
sociation I  shall  be  very  glad  to  do."

There  la  water  power  on  Vanoonvar 
Island  eapattle  of  sanaratlnc  at  laaat 
Soa.ooa  horse  power,  aeoordlns  to  an 
astlmate  made  by  Mr.  WUllam  F.  Beat 
last  evenlns  at  a  meeting  held  In  the 
Caatral  School  under  the  ausclcea  of 
tha  Board  of  Trade.  Of  this  total,  ha 
declared,  only  about  40,00e  horse  power 
was  belns  ntlllxed.  As  a  meana  of 
furtherlnc  the  development  of  water 
power  on  the  Island  for  the  operation 
of  new  Induatrlea  ha  advocated  that  tha 
Oovemment  should  disallow  the  hold- 
ing for  speculation  of  lands  on  which 
were  located  rivera  that  misht  be  har- 
naaaed  aa  an  aaancy  for  driving  m*- 
cblnery. 

The  aubject  of  Mr.  Beat'a  lecture  waa 
"The  Water  Powers  of  British  Colum- 
bia," and  he  dealt  with  It  in  a  compre- 
hensive style,  although  he  was  only 
able  to  speak  In  ceneral  torms  on  ac- 
count of  the  queatlon's  many  aspocta. 
He  besan  by  deacrlblnc  the  early  aUvea 
of  man'a  endeavor  to  make  use  of  natur- 
al bodiea  of  water  'In  mllUnar  and  <or 
other  Industrial  puriK>ses.  A  varied 
collection  of  lantern  slides  Illustrated 
the  lecture  and  the  pictures  traced  the 
lilstory  of  the  use  of  water  power  step 
by  step. 

The  apeakcd  pointed  out  that  there 
was  a  sreat  future  for  many  new  In- 
duatrlea In  British  Columbia,  and  that 
the  Importance  of  the  Province's  almost 
unlimited  supply  of  water  power  waa  an 
asset  that  could  not  be  emphasised  too 
stronf ly.  He  mentioned  that  carbide, 
manufactured  from  coal  and  lime- 
stone, sraphlte,  bisulphide  of  carbon, 
enrborundum.-  aluminum-,  1)OTlte  nnd 
other  aubsUnces,  all  of  which  are  now 
of  vreat  commercial  value,  were  amonff 
the  products  of  plants  In  various  parts 
of  the  world  where  electric  heat  was 
generated  by  water,  and  he  sUted  that 
there  waa  no  reaaon  why  these'  Indus- 
trlaa  ahould  not  be  Introduced  eventual- 
ly In  British  Columbia,  where  both  the 
minerala  and  water  i>ower  were  avail- 
able. 

The  fixation  of  nltrocren  from  the  air 
was  another  process  that  should  re- 
ceive enoourasrement  on  account  of  the 
Province's  natural  potentialities.  Water 
power  ahould  also  aid  In  the  production 
of  coke,  coal  tar,  benzine,  carbolic  acid. 
In  addition  to  the  many  materials  that 
are  already  belns  shipped  by  British 
Columbia,  to  the  markets  of  tha  world. 
Mool  xndwrtrr 

Special  stress  waa  laid  upon  tho  Im- 
portance of  developing  the  Iron  and 
steel  Industry.  Mn  Best  stated  that 
there  waa  every  evidence  that  on  Van- 
couver jaland— not  to  speak  of  tha 
Mainland — there  was  a  wealth  of  Iron 
ore  and  that  wherever  it  was  to  be 
found  water  power  was  also  present. 
He  aald  that  larse  tracts  of  land  con- 
taining water  capable  of  developing 
tremendous  power  were  held  by  specu- 
latora.  and  that  thia  condition  greatly 
handicapped  the  advancement  of  the 
steel  Industry.  It  should  be  one  of  the 
first  acts  of  the  new  Oovernment  to  en- 
force regulationa  for  the  release  of  such 
lands  so  that  the  full  use  of  their 
potentiality  might  not  be  restricted. 
The  development  of  water  power,  he 
aald,  would  also  go  hand  In  hand  with 
the  Increase  in  production  of  such 
minerals  as  copper,  zinc  and  lead  In  all 
sections  of  the  Province  where  they 
were  to  be  found. 

Among  the  big  rivers  that  had  not  aa 
yet  been  harnessed  for  the  driving  of 
machinery  were  the  Telkwa,  Bulkley, 
Bkeena,  Stikeen,  Nechaco  and  Peace. 

Mr.  C.  H.  Lugrln.  pceaident  '  of  the 
Board  of  Trade,  expressed  the  thanks  of 
the  meeting  to  Mr.  Best,  and  said  he 
hoped  that  he  would  assist  the  Board 
In  its  investigations  Into  the  posaiblll- 
tles  of  the  Iron  Industry.  The  offer 
waa  accepted.

Mr.  Hartley  has  been  in  Victoria  for 
the  last  eight  yeara,  on  the  ataff-  of 
The  Times  the  whole  time,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  some  months  during  which  he 
waa  a  member  of  the  reportorinl  ataff  I 
of  The  Colonist.  For  some  time  he 
was  city  editor  of  The  Times 

During  the  last  two  Provincial  cam- 
paigns in  Victoria,*  he  had  charge  of  the 
Liberal  publicity  work  In  the  city.  Ho 
accompanied  Mr.  Brewster  and  Mr.  M. 
A.  Macdonald  on  their  campaign  tour 
of  British  Columbia  tha  latter  part  of 
lost  Summer.  In  the  laat  election  he 
also  organ  Ixed  tha  campaign  work  of 
the  Ward  Four  UlMral  Association.  For 
one  year  he  was  president  of  tha  Legis- 
lative Press  Qallery,  and  at  present  la 
secretary. 

From  the  point  of  view  of  his  news- 
pnper  and  political  experience,  as  well 
aa  his  personality  and  ability,  he  la  con- 
sidered particularly  well  httad  to  fill 
the/>rflca  of  secretary  to  tha  Provlnca'a 
new  Premier.

Prosecution  of  Ten  Men  Al- 
leged to  Have  Participated 
in  Disturbance  of  October  6 
Renfian^ed  to  This  Forenoon. 


Comparatively  little  precraaa  waa 
aa4«  yesterday  la  tke  pellee  eourt  la 
•aanaetloa  with  the  prallmlaary  h«ar> 
la«  of  the  tea  Chinese.  •!«>>*  of  whom 
are  charted  with  rletln*  and  two  with 
iBcltlnc  to  aaaaulc  TlMtr  arreat  fol- 
lowed the  fracas  of  Sunday  svenlna. 
October  t,  at  tha  Imperial  Chinese 
■ehoel.  Flsaard  Street,  whan  a  larce 
aamber  of  the  Inhabitants  of  the  local 
Chinese  eommuaity  were  amthsred  and 
had  listened  to  an  address  by  Ctaarlls 
Bo.  president  of  the  Chinese  Consell- 
dated  Benevolent  Association.  When  (he 
eases  were  called  at  10:St  o'clock  In  the 
forenoon,  Ifr.  W.  C.  Itersaby  appeared 
for  the  prosecution  and  acted  throuah- 
out  with  Mr.  C.  U  Harrison,  the  city 
nroaecutor.  For'  th^  defence  were  Mr. 
Thornton  Fell,  K.C..  and  Mr.  J.  8.  Bran- 
don. 

After  a  number  of  witneasas  had  been 
examined,  the  chief  of  wkam  were  Mr. 
O.  If.  Perdue,  inspector  of  dete<;tlves, 
and  Charlie  Bo.  whose  evidence  is  not 
yet  concluded,  Mr.  Moresby  suggested 
that  betted  progreaa  would  be  made  If 
Wingr,  the  regular  police  court  Chinese 
interpreter,  were  auperseded  by  Mr.  C. 
Hastings,  who  is  in  the  city  and  is  act- 
ing before  Mr.  Justice  Gregory,  who,  as 
a  comnnlssloner,  is  taking  teatlmony  aa 
to  the  damagea  Inflicted  against  some 
parties  in  the  Ladyamltb  and  Nanalmo 
coal  miners'  strikes  of  1918.  The  sug- 
gestion that  the  change  be  made  was 
agreed  to .  by  the  court  and  by  counsel 
for  the  defence,  and  the  noon  adjourn- 
ment was  taken  on  the  understanding 
that  Mr.  Haatings  would  be  available  In 
the  afternoon.  On  the  resumption  of 
the  sitting,  however,  Mr.  Hastings  was 
not.  on  hand,  and  Mr.  Moresby  reportad 
that  he  would  be  unable  to  attend  until 
this  morning.  For  that  reason  a  fur- 
ther remand  was  granted  until  10:tO 
o'clock  thia   forenoon. 

Mr.  Vsvdna'a 
Mr.  O.  M.  Perdue,  inspector  of  dateo- 
tivea,  was'  the  flrst  witness  sworn.  He 
stated  that  he  had  gone  to  th*  school 
building  after  the  fight  and  had  picked 
up  a  quantity  of  articlea.  some  of  whlota 
were  identified.  He  could  not  say  that 
they  had  been  used  as  weapons  Or  were 
intended  as  auch. 

,In  cross-examination  he  aaid  that  he 
knew  that  a  warning  had  been  received 
that  trouble  might  be  expected.  \ 

There  was  some  argument  between 
counsel  as  to  whether  the  witness  should 
be  pressed  with  a  vle^  to  learning  from 
whom  the  warning  had  come. 

The  magistrate  expressed  tJie  opinion 
that  at  this  Juncture  it  was  not  neces- 
sary to  answer  the  question. 

Mr.  Brandon  asked  Mr.  Perdue  if  he 
was  not  informed  of  what  the  Chinese 
ware  doing.  He  replied  that  things 
sometimes  happened  of  which  he  did  not 
knoi^  until  after  the  event.  He  had  not 
been  in  the  Free  Masona'  Hall  until  the 
nlpfht  of  October  8.  Witness  bad  heard 
of  tong  wars  and  had  heard  the  fracas 
under  Investigation  ao  described.  Per- 
sonally ha  had  no  sympathy  with 
either  of  the  conflicting  parties,  and 
had  no  knowledge  of  the  Chinese  Free 
Masons'  Society.  He  had  not  heard  that 
the  police  wei^  Instructed  to  go  after 
the  members  of  only  one  party,  and  had 
no  special  sympathy  except  for  those 
who  had  their  heada  broken.  He  had 
seen  no  red  bands  on  the  wrlsta  of  Chi- 
namen. 

Ohartla  Bo  Toatlflsa 
Charlie  Bo,  oil  Loo  Oee  Quia,  who 
gave  his  address  aa  843  Pandora  Street, 
and  bin  occupation  as  that  of  a  mer- 
chant tailor,  swore  that  he  was  the 
president  of  the  Chinese  Consolidated 
Benevolent  Aasociation.  He  had  been 
lif  Victoria  for  twenty  years. 

Mr.  Fell  explained  that  he  had  learned 
that,  while  Charlie  Bo  waa  a  Confucian, 
he  knew  the  value  of  the  teachings  of 
the  Bible,  and  iif-kiasing  the  Bsok  ad- 
mitted its  binding  purpose  on  hla  verac- 
ity as  greater  than  any  other  Influence. 
Bo  explained  that  the  Benevolent  Aa- 
sociation was  composed  of  himself,  as 
president;  Lum  Lap  Wing,  as  vice-presi- 
dent, and  thirty-one  membera.  The  meet- 
ing of  October  8  had  be«n  called  to 
hear  the  explanation  of  two  letters 
which  had  been  received  from  Ho  Kee. 
The  witness  went  into  dftall  as  to  the 
proceedings  of  the  gathering.  Ha  said 
that  It  had  commenced  with  questions 
as  to  the  authenticity  of  the  letters, 
both  of  which  were  in  Chinese.  He  said 
that  the  telegram,  which  had  been  al- 
leged to  have  been  aent  to  Pekln,  had 
never  been  dispatched.  In  the  course, 
of  his  remarks  there  bad  been  some  dis- 
turbance, and  directly  afterwards  the^ 
trouble  commenced.  He  was  hit  several 
times.  Ho  Kea,  he  declared,  had  struck 
him.  Several  blows  had  landed  before 
the  /ollce  wsre  able  to  imervene  elTec- 
tively. 

He  than  had  been  sent  to  tbe  heapiui 
for  treatment. 

In  erosa-examination  ho  adiMttad  that 
he  waa  well-known  among  the  Victoria 
Chinese  community  and  that  he  uaad  to 
gamble  quite  a  lot.  He  had  not  dona 
so  lately.  The  association  with  whk:)^ 
he  was  conneeted,  among  other  worka, 
maintained  a  free  Chinese  hospital  and 
sometimes  provided  funds  for  the  send- 
ing of  sick  Chinamen  to  China.  It  also 
interested  itself  In  extending  aid  to  el- 
dsrly  Chinamen.  The  aaaoclatlon  was 
made  up  of  representation  from  twelve 
other  societies.  It  miglit  be  termed  a 
eonsolldation  of  soeletiea.  and  thlrty- 
threa  made  up  its  toUl  votiiy  strength.

Qeorge  Primrose,  who  is  appearing 
thia  week  at  the  Pantaitea  at  the  head 
of  his  own  big  minstrel  company,  de- 
clares that  he  learned  how  to  da.nce 
when  he  was  little  more  than  a  boy 
and  a  telegraph  operator  in  a  subur- 
ban station. 

"I  think  1  began  It  involuntarily," 
says  Mr.  Primrbs*.  "i  would  hea^  the 
Jceya  a-cllcklny  and  subconsciously  I 
would  duplicate  the  ticking  with  my 
feet  on  the  floor.

"Then  I  got  to  doing  it  when  I 
walked  about  the  ofllce.  It  developed 
the  muscles  of  my  feet  wonderfully 
and^  almost  before  I  knew  it  I  was 
dancing  telegraph  messages  all  over 
the  place."  , 

Mr  Primrose's  educated  feet  have 
been  his  fortune.  They  have  given  him 
the  name  the  world  over  as  "America's 
Moat  Graceful  Dancer."  They  have  been 
his  means  of  livehood  for  nearly  40 
years.  He  has  never  had  a  corn,  a 
bunion,  a  callqus  or  the  slightest 
trouble  of  any  kind  with  his  feet, 
which  he  says  Is  due  to  the  fact  that 
he  always  kept  his  pedal  extremities 
in  actio|i  and  always  wore  one  kind  of 
shoes. 

Although  it  is  many  years  since  h«

the  reaatms  which  la  aftecting  the  price 
of  all  other  commodities — ahortage;  and 
the  only  way  of  meeting  such  a  alto- 
atlon  ia  by  increaaing  the  aupply  of 
merchant  veaseia.  The  Preaident  of 
the  .Board  of  Trade  haa  convinced  the 
House  of  Commons  and  the  country 
that  the  beit  methoda  of  dealing  a^th 
tha  crisis  ia  by  the  Uovemment  doing 
Ita  very  beat  to  provide  plenty  of  food, 
and  to  aee  that  It  comea  Into  the  coun- 
try In  abundance. 

The  JournaJ  of  Commerce  eaya: 

"The  ahortage  of  ships  representa  the 
havoo  which  Qermany  haa  wrought  to 
our  mercantile  marine,  and  for  which 
Carmany  ahould  be  made  to  pay.  Tha 
'ton  for  ton'  ahould  be  applied  to  thIa 
figure,  and  not  merely  to  shiita  aunk 
by  the  enemy.  Conflscation  of  enemy'a 
ahipptng  la  the  only  method  whereby 
thla  huge  loaa  can  be  ma/le  good,  and 
whereby  our  mercantile  aupremacy 
could  be  pla<5ed  once  more  on  a  aatla- 
factory  baaia.  Aa  a  unique  solution  of 
a  vary  aerloua  problem  thia  propoaal 
appeala  to  the  public,  ajnd  we  have  no 
doubt  that  both  Juatlce  and  neceealty 
will  enaure  ita  being  among  the  prin- 
cipal recommendationa  of  the  ahlpping 
and  ahlpbuilding  committee."

portray  the  most  important  British 
engagement  on  land  in  the  present 
war,  and  the  greatest  in  point  of 
men,  material  and  preparations  in 
all  her  2,000  years  of  struggle  for 
liberty  arid  justice.  Since  Julius 
Caesar  lahded  on  her  shores,  down 
through  2,000  years  of  history,  this 
battle,  with  its  huge  guns,  its  ex- 
penditure of  millions  of  shells  and 
of  thousands  of  lives,  is  the  greatest 
of  Britain's  single  efforts  on  land, 
and  fts  significance  for  t4ie  Empire, 
and  for  the  world,  is  not  second  to 
Waterloo.

An  Innovation  introduced  in  the  equipment  of  tiie  frett  Wliite  Star  liner  launcbed  at  Belidat  early  in  19 1 4  was  tiie 
boat-lewerinc  r**''  'or  handllnf  the  48  lifeboats  whicli  she  carried  and  which  were  the  largest  ever  made.  This 
apparatus  rendertd  signal  service  in  saving  ail  but  about  50  of  those  aboard  the  vessel,  including  the  doctors  and 
nurses  and  the  crew.     To  the  left  the  apparatus  is  shown  inclined  inboard  and  to  the  right  outboard  in  the  act  of 

lowering  a  lifeboat.     A  description  of  the  gjpar  is  given  on  this  page.

No  osa  values  the  Bible  more 
than  I  do.  aatf  yat  I  aaaert  most  em* 
phatleally  that  Ue  Bible  le  net  thn 
highest  court  of  appeal,  but  Ikat  naaan 
and  eonsdenca  most  always  ks  tka  final 
arbiter  In  all  mattera  partalalBg  t*  bo- 
lief  and  oonduct.  Moat  intelligent  peo- 
ple are  aware  through  what  ctiaaaela 
the  Bible  has  «ome  to  ue.  It  haaosMM 
not  through  any  miraculous  medium, 
but  through  human  agesiclea  and  rspra- 
•<Bte  a  range  of  thought  that  covers 
many  centuries.  We.  therafora,  find 
wltMa  It  the  crude  Imaslalngs  of  tha 
primitive  mind  as  well  as  tha  higher 
visions  of  tho  prophets  and  the  lofty 
precepts  bf  the  Man  of  Oalllee.  The 
doctrine  of  the  Infallibility  of  the 
Bible  Was  formulated  by  ecdealastical 
despots,  who  Anally  drove  tha  world 
Into  those  dark  augea  where  tha  light  ot 
reason  was  entirely  obscured.  Fortu- 
ni^tely  human  reason  haa  again  assarted 
Itself,  and  wa  must  now  look  upon  it 
i6  do  soma  of  Its  bast  work  in  the 
field  of  religious  exparlenea.  No  man 
haa  any  right  to  Impose  a  bdlef  upon 
another  simply  because  it  was  arbi- 
trarily decided  to  be  true  centuries  ago. 
Evan  in  our  treatment  Of  Scripture  It 
la  our  divine  right  to  reject  that  which 
cannot  appeal  to  all  that  la  beat  within 
ua.  No  lltalta  can  ba  auccagsfully  set 
today  to  the  actlvltlee  of'  the  human 
mind,  and  within  every  eocleslastleal 
organisation  the  leaven  of  Independent 
reaaon  Is  at  work;  It  is  teaching  men 
that  the  Bible  contains  a  profounder 
slgnlflcance  when  we  approach  It  in  the 
same  way  as  we  do  other  books  and 
bring  precisely  the  same  tests  to  bear 
upon  It.

Revelation  Is  not  sealed  but  Is  pro- 
gressive in  human  experience  and  Deity 
will  never  cease  to  speak  to  His  chil- 
dren. 

1  challenge  Bishop  MacDonald's  state- 
ment that  Christ  taught  the  doctrine  of 
Atonement.  Judging  by  the  gospels 
Jesus  was  never  given  to  the  discussion 
of  abstruse,  theology,  but  the  beauty 
of  His  message  lies  In  the  simplicity 
of  those  ethical  principles  which  are 
still  recognised  as  tha  highest  goal  of 
human  conduct.  The  Atonement  Is  es- 
sentially Pauline  in  origin,  and  doea 
not  bear  the  slightest  relationship  to 
the  life  and  teachings  of  the  Nasarine. 

It  is  true  that  reason  has  its  llmlta- 
tlons«.  but  that  is  not  to  say  that  we 
ought  not  to  use  It  to  the  fullest  ex- 
tent of  our  powers.

Blr,>— A  man  passlnK  through  Victoria 
during  the  boom  bought  some  land, 
about  six  acres,  somewhere  near  Cad- 
boro  Bay;  on  the  '  recommendation  of 
the  seller  he  had  It  subdivided,  but  no 
sales  were  ever  made.  On  this  property 
the  Municipality  of  Royal  Oak  assessed 
him  this  year  |1 6,300:  the  value,  as  ob- 
tained from  a  reliable  and  well  known 
real  eetate  broker  In  Victoria,  being 
at  the  outside  t>60  a  lot,  or  |9,000  fogr 
the  thirty-six  lots.  The  abaentee,  arm- 
ed with  this  valuation,  employed  a  firm 
of  solicitors  to  represent  him  at  tha 
assessment  appeal,  but  they  were  un- 
able to  get  the  assessor  to  make  any 
abatement  whatever:  thus  the  owner, 
baaldea  being  put  to  the  expense  of 
employing  a  solicitor,  was,  after  all  his 
trouble,  simply  refused  justice.  He  is 
naturally  diaguated  with  the  treatment 
he  has  received,  and  as  this  is  such 
a  glaring  caae  is  bringing  publicity  to 
bear  in  the  English  papers  warning 
would-ba  bpyers  of  land  in  British  Co- 
lumbia what  they  may  expect  in  the 
way  of  Juatice.

In  T|ie  Canadian  Courier  of  November 
11th,  1914,  devoted  to  explaining  Brit- 
ish Columbla'a  present  problems,  one  la 
amased  to  find  the  following  state- 
ments:

The  Courier  calls  Itself  the  National 
weekly,  and  the  author  of  this  article 
Is  a  Mr.  Stapleford;  It  is  neediees  to 
comment  on  the  balance  of  the  "sluah"

We  have 
also  la  rememb^  tbat  far  years  prevleua 
to  the  war,  whtlat  neceesaries  were  mueh 
cheaper  than  today,  and  the  laborer'a  wage 
waa  conalderably  hifher,  and  the  ■killed 
man's  wage  nearly  double,  there  waa  a  atllt 
better  opportunity  ta  pet  by  a  IHtle  for  eld 
age.  How  many  availed  theraeelvaa  of  tbe 
opportunity  t 

Twenty-nre  years  age,  the  thrifty  house- 
wtfe(  who  of  courae  la  preanmed  to  hava 
had  a  thrifty  husband)  would  threw  a  few 
eenta*  worth  of  beana  late  a  pot.  trip  Into 
the  gardea  aad  gather  a  few  other  veget- 
ablea— petateea,  onions,  carrots,  etc., — throw 
In  a  few  herbs,  also  from  the  garden,  and 
aerve  up  an  appetlalng  and  neurtihlng 
meal,  with  the  addition  o^  a  loaf  of  whole- 
some bread,  the  whole  costing  not  mora 
thaa  ten  cents,  or  one  eent  per  person  for 
te^  people.  Thie  baa  been  deoe  a  million 
ttaaea^  and  the  prednet  of  thia  thrifty  fare 
le  aeaa  today  la  the  army,  in  the  aavy,  and 
amonsst  the  brawniest  and  bralnleet  Inven- 
tore  and  captains  of  Industry.  One  who 
was  raised  on  this  fare  Is  trying  hard  to 
■Ive  away  four  hundred  million  dollars,  an- 
other attained  the  White  Houae:  ten  thou- 
■aad  othera,  weary  ef  the  geah  pots  and 
loaded  With  geld  have  returned,  by  their 
phyalclane'  erdera,  to.  the  "ene  cent  appe- 
tlslBg  meal." 

To  retarn,  however,  te  eur  three  cents' 
worth  ef  beaaa.  We  atlll  bay  them,  for 
they  are  a  valaable  food:  but  before  we

and — we  have  the  privlleaa  of  paying  eight 
times  the  eriglaal  valae.  whtlat  atrivlag 
te  aava  enoKih  money  te  renew  artlOelally 
the  teeth  Ood  gave  ua,  aad  whch  are  de- 
caying through   laek  of  exerelac.   aot  ever- 


way.  and  ahould  they  be  taking  interest 
enough  in  public  affalra  to  notice  that 
they  are  getting  nothing  and  rise  up  and 
demand  some  attention  we  can  promise 
them  something  anyway. 

There  should  be  no  need  for  rate- 
payers to  demand  either  by  delegation 
or  through  the  prsaa  legitimate  and  or- 
dinary attention  to  their  needs  from  the 
men  we  pot  into  office  to  attend  to  these 
necessary  thinga  for  us. 

We  are  not  asking  for  nothing  ela- 
borate, or  extravagantly  expensive  but 
for  a  safe  and  decent  playground  for 
our  boya  and  girls  to  play.
